An appeal to Canadian Universities 

to extend the sphere of their influence 
Into the regions of art, was made bv 
sir Gilbert I'nrker in delivering the 
I Diversity lecture at the Royal Vic- 
toria College yesterday before an au- 
dience which taxed the accommoda- 
tion of the ball to Its capacity. 

The address was marked bv a 
choleeness of illustration thai drew 
hearty laughs from the audience, and 
by a simplicity of thought and practic- 
al suggestion that contrasted with the 
depth and keenness of the clear analy- 
sis of thu duties of a university in a 
new and in an old country. 

Tin. high literary merit of the 
speech was such as niiKlit be expected 
from (be author whose contributions 
have come nearest to a right interpre- 
tation of the past life of Canada. 

Sir Gilbert referred to tin- lack of 
opportunity in a new country for those 
gifted with artistic sensibility, owing 
to the fact that the arts had here no 
organized centres such as were to be 
fourni in the academies of older lands. 
Under these conditions, it was the 
duty of the University to represent in 
its influence ami teaching the com- 
plete scientific, artistic, and industrial 
life of the country in an efficient and 
harmonious manner. 

After the lecture the honorary du- 
grec of l.L.D. was conferred upon Sir 
Gilbert I'nrker ami Mr. I', rt, Benson, 
the famous Shakespearean Interpreter 
and actor. I lean Moyse introduced 
both of the distinguished visitors, re- 
ferring in particularly high terms to 
the disinterested services of Mr. Belt- 
son in the study ami interpretation of 
Shakespeare. 

.Mr. Benson, in a short speech, 
thanked the University for the honour 
it had awarded him, and being in a 
reminiscent mood, spoke of the days 
when he had been to school with the 
VlCO-Chancellor and they had graced 
opposite ends of the class. 

The University lecture which was 
|an absolutely new departure at Mc- 
Gill was listened to throughout with 
close attention. Sir Gilbert said, in 
part : — 

"Mr. Vice-Chancellor, members of 
convocation, ladies ami gonilemeu, on 

this the hundredth year after the death 
of James McGill, I have the' honor to 
deliver the University lecture asseolated 
with the day of his birth. I do not 
know how many such addresses have 
been delivered; but the task throws 
one into inevitable contrast with dis- 
tinguished men who have been bet 1er 
fitted to perform ll. Still 1 npprccl- 
jate the kindness which the Principal 
|and the 'Corporation of McGill have 
shown in giving me an opportunity on 
the day that I am to be horn into this 
University to refresh and stimulate my 
own mind; since my membership. If II 
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Thu new medical building re- 
presents that individual char- 
acter ami Independence of ar- 
tistic design which seems to me 
In perfect harmony with the 
spirit of this country — its clim- 
ate its great slmpllcty of life 
and manners, Its young athletic 
dignity and eloquent life.

Me doubt but that the Rugby artists 
drop several pounds every day they 
appear on the gridiron while this sum- 
mer temperature lasts. But although 
this heat Is a handicap In some ways, 
It does not seem to have taken any 
of the "pep" out of the squad, as yes- 
terday's practice was as fast as any 
this year and very strenuous. 

The usual kicking and catching work 
was done, and the punters seem to bo 
getting their kicks away In fine stylo, 
Brophy was hooting the ball tremend- 
ously, and his long spirals will keep 
McGill's opponent's hacks on the Jump, 
as they are very hard to handle. Pals- 
ley's return kicks are Just the same as 
ever. They have the appearance of not 
being anything wonderful, but Pep has 
Just the sort of kirk that is of a 
great use to ills team. The ball goes 
along at no very great height, 'and 
twists so that It Is very difficult to 
JiiiIko for a catch. George I, a lug ami 
Norm Williamson also took part In the 
kicking practice. 

Shag gives -his men several minutes 
drill In their signals and the new men 
seem to have taken hold of the coaches 
plays all right and there were not many 
hitches In tlw signals yesterday. Trick 
plays are not very much in evidence as 
yet. but Shatighncssy wants to get his 
team perfect in all the other depart- 
ments of the game before he goes In for 
this difficult branch of the sport. 

The line-up against the second team 
was very much like a real game, as far 
as the stiffness of the play went. The 
seniors tore through McEvonue's pels 
almost at will and some of the work 
done was of near Championship cali- 
bre.

Brophy starred during tho^practlco, 
pulling off some passing runs that were 
very fair, and kicking well. Ills 
punts are high and fairly long, but not 
too long to prohibit his wings from 
getting down under them. Don, after 
a season spent under Shag's coaching 
ought to develop Into one of the best 
players In the game. He Is a little 
light, but may I 111 out, as he is very- 
young as yet. He looked pood to the 
fans yesterday, even though his at- 
tempted pass to Williamson, when he 
held the ball himself too long, was ra- 
ther raw. 

George La lug's playing yesterday 
showed all Its old time class. The Me- 
Gill captain was right down under all 
the kicks ami seems to he at tlie Tight 
spot at the right moment, without ex- 
erting himself to any great extent. This 
Is a remarkable feature of George's 
play, and Is chiefly I he result of his 
thinking all the time ami using his 
head. Whenever he attempts anything 
he considers the best and easiest way 
to do it and never runs around In a 
blind fashion, like some men do on the 
gridiron. George went over for a cou- 
ple of totubes yesterday and gathered 
In Monty's on-SIVo kicks beautifully. 
Shaughnossy says give the hnii to 
lieorgeyind he is sure to do something 
with IrTVThls fact was demonstrated 
very clearly once at least In yester- 
day's play. George caught the ball on 
a kick-off and seemed to be surround-

lallces in some directions through the 
advantages of its pec u I lu r position, It 
must needs also keep the standard 
high In nil the range of Its energies. 
Coming through the Rockies the other 
day, I was rending a book on those 
vast mountains written by u geologisl 
who had the faculty of making scien- 
tific Information fascinating. He de- 
clared that the Rockies were not the 
result of volcanic action, hut had come 
from the internal contraction of the 
cooling earth, which by Inward pres- 
sure forced up the peaks to their en- 
ormous heights. There flashed Into 
my mind as 1 rend It that here was 
a simile for genius. There never was 
n man great in one profession who 
might not have been distinguished in 
several, and it certainly Is the case 
that such a man. great In his own I 
trade or art. is highly sympathetic 
•with and understands the spirit behind 
all other trades ami arts. At the bo? , 
ginning, as it were. the hundred 
forces simmering in the heat of young 
life: then organized practical ltfr 
lessening the heat and the pressure 
from contraction fortius up the whole 
ranee of his abilities with one pcitK 
reaching a little higher than the rest, 
and that one peak was genius. So with , 
a University. Out of it the spirit of , 
its foundation may he forced up by the 
pressure of Its internal organism, a 
Whole range of activities, one a little 
higher than the rest, but belonging to 
the whole range. If i: be thnt McCJill 
js exceptionally notable for It-- wonder- 
ful work in applied science, it Is not | 
the less true that the McGIll rang* 
Is high and that the peuk Is not an 
isolated peak, but Is one of n trans 
continental range. 

Though these remarks have been 
put In a somewhat descriptive form it 
will be realized that there has been 
embodied In them a good deal of the 
history, something of the records oi 
achievements, and perhaps a little of 
the spirit or this foundation: and while 
1; mac appear unconnected with the 
subject of this address it seemed the 

necessarv preliminary to what I have 
to say eoncewiing the relation ol the 
University toward.- the fine arts.

We should need 
to pity that countrj where the Minister 
of War was always a soldier, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer always n 
practical financier, or the head of ih.- 
Marine or the Admiralty u shipbuilder, 
an engineer or a navigating officer, The 
man who is master of a science or an 
art may not always be tin- best person 
1, uppiv either the one of the other, 
(though as your Principal showed a few

This address is un appeal 
fur the wider activity, for n recognition 
of the interpendence of all studies 
whether they be science, literature, an- 
cient und modem languages, ancient 
and modern and history and philoso- 
phy or the fine arts, which arc the 
Igold und flunk Incense of life. Sen- 
sibility rationalized becomes the fine 

vohh le for the transmission of ideas. It 
makes for balance, for understanding 
'und for comprehension. The ability to 
see into tbi- mind of another, or of the 
world. Is part of the equipment of nn 
earth-wise man. This can only be 
through expanding the mind by the 
gentle, yet invigorating Influences of 
those things which add to reality Ideal- 
Ism, to the practical the glint of the 
rainbow. 

There generalizations are. of course, 
easy, and the critic of this discburse to 
this point might well nsk: "Well, what 
would you ib> to brine the university 
into closer relation with the fine arts'."'

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MODERN UNIVERSITY LIFE 
WIDER SAYS SIR GILBERT 



University Means More to Nation Than Formerly — University has 
Heavy Task in New Countries

Editorial (Night) 
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The visit of Sir Gilbert Parker is one which is not likely to be 
forgotten for many years at McGill University. Very prejudiced, 
indeed, must have been the student or professor who listened to the 
eloquent words of the lecturer and did not get an impression of a 
McGill great beyond our loftiest dreams. Sir Gilbert's ultimate 
conceptions may be difficult to attain, but otherwise they would be 
of little value. 

■Just how far the fine arts come within the scope of a university 
is as yet a matter of experiment in America. Few, if any universities 
on this continent, have a chair of fine arts. Some, indeed, are little 
better than technical schools. 

Yet, for the majority of the large universities, and certainly 
for McGill, such an innovation would mean no radical change. In the 



Interviewed by a special representa- 
tive of the "McGill Dally" yesterday, 
sir Gilbert Parker said; 

"Since l attended university a great 
change has taken placi — as ll seems to 
me— both In the altitude of the student 
body to the university ami to national 
life. It is a change attended by some 
remote drawbac&s, but on the whole is 
a great advance on the old position. Ex- 
cept as a training for a profession, and 
acquirement of a degree— which is a 
kind of certificate of Intellectual effi- 
ciency University life thirty years ago 
was more apart from the general 
scheme of progress than to-day, There 
is something charming and agreeable 
in tin- complete seclusion of the old 
days, hat something powerfully .silmu- 

lutins In the wider university life of 
to-day. 

"Your president In one of his ad- 
dresses made wtso'reinurks concerning 
tiio Interdependence of studies in every 
department of a university: and McGill, 
and no doubt other important univer- 
sities in Canada carry the lntor-de- 
pendeneo within University Ufa Itsell

normal course of events, the university is the centre of culture in the '-'"ekhoards to reprobated hy Dr, John 
community. The men interested in the fine arts, for art's sake arc 
largely, though by no means exclusively, men of university training. 
Those students who come to McGill for a "general" education, i.e., 
the students in the Faculty of Arts, are nearly all seriously interested 
in the study of art. Their studies in literature and language natural- 
i ly develop lines of thought which associate them readily with artis- 
tic ideas and ideals. The professors are all men of culture. Indeed, 
not the least valuable influence in the formation of artistic ideals on 
the part of the student, is that due to daily contact with these cultur- 
ed men. 

From such an analysis of the factors comprising the "univers- 
ity community," we readily see that the introduction of a department 
of fine arts would mean no very great change in the internal organ- 
ization of the university. 

There is absolutely no doubt that a course in fine arts that 
would embody something of the history and methods of criticism, 
would be heartily welcomed by many students. There is at present 
a course on the principles of painting. The chief fault with this 
course is that few students arc aware of its existence. It is a brave be- 
ginning in the direction in which Sir Gilbert is so anxious that the 
University should expand. 

The greatest benefit resulting from an organized and enlarged 
department of fine arts would probably be to the community at 
large. The influence of McGill in this department is at present of ' 
necessity very slight. Just what possibilities there are, it would be dif- 
ficult to prophesyN-If the work done for the people of Canada by 
the Conservatorium of Music is any criterion, the results would be 
immense. 

Such a situation is, however, something which lies in the future. 
Its development must be gradual, and here again Sir Gilbert pointed 
out the way. His suggestions for immediate adoption are very prac- 1 not 
tical and should not prove difficult to realize. * he

The movement originated some years ago with that much mal- ^^'tSSi^^^^m^^ 
igncd corporation, the United States Steel Company. It has spread 
from their factories and has since een taken up by many large manu- 
facturing concerns as well as by almost all thc railways on thc other 
side of the border. The Grand Trunk Railway Company and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company have also recently adopted it. 

Statistics have been compiled which testify to the marked dim- 
inution in the number of accidents and fatalities where this system has 
been adopted. There are also a number of publications devoted al- 
most entirely to the advocacy of "Safely First" methods and it may 
be safely claimed that .this movement is one of the most important 
steps which have been taken for some time in the realm of industrial 
activity. This is true not only because it marks a great economic de- 
velopment, but also on account of thc fact that it marks thc first na- 
tion-wide recognition of thc application of humanitarian principles to 
industrial enterprise. 

This movement has not as yet obtained the recognition it dc- 
. serves in Canada. Thc time, however, is at hand when it will be ad- 
visable for Canadian engineers to familiarize themselves with the 
principles and practice of its application. Thc Daily has, therefore, 
I seen fit to call attention to this matter through the medium of the edi- 
| torial columns with the hope that it may in this way bring thc subject 
of accident prevention to the notice of thc officers of the various en- 
gineering societies in thc Faculty of Applied Science. If possible it 
might be a good idea for one of these bodies to arrange for an ad- 
dress on the subject. This might be done through the courtesy of one 
of the Canadian railway companies which have adopted the move- 
ment. It is only right and fitting that the students of Canada's fore- 
most university should have at least a bowing acquaintance with this 
epoch making development of humanitarian and economic knowl- 
edge.
